ssage of Three Rates Then 
Will Not Mean Boost in 
New Figure 





Reduction in the city taxes over 
last year was seen today in the an- 
nouncement from city officials. 

Economy in various lines of ac- 

wity and the discontinuance of 
‘ the special fire truck tax of 20 
cents have combined to form a 
condition that indicates a rate for 
1930-31 under the $2.25 rate of last 
year. 

The proposed rate of 27 cents 
on each $100 valuation for parks, 
music and advertising is included 
in the consideration of next year’s 
tax rate. The voters will have an 
opportunity July 24 at a special 
city election to decide on the rate 
for the three items. With this new 
rate added the total city rate for 
next year will be lower than last 
year, according to indications. _ 

Officials explained that when 
people vote for.the proposed rates 
July 24, they will not be adding 
more to their tax bills over the 
past seasons. 

Richard G. Manley, city service 
manager, has prepared a tentative 
budget for the fiscal year and 
copies of the proposed expendi- 
tures and income were given to the 
city councilmen last week. This

An Ordinance Amending Certain 
Sections of Ordinance No. 190 
as Heretofore Adopted by the 
City Council of the City of Up- 
land on December 18, 1922, by 
Defining and Extending the Ap- 
plication of the Word “Con- 
tractor” and the Words “General 
Contractor.” 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section One. In respect of Sec- 
tion 23, Section 23a, and Section 
24 of Ordinance No. 190, hereto- 
fore adopted by the City Council 
of the City of Upland on the 18th 
day of December, 1922, it is in- 
tended hereby to define and ex- 
tend the application of the word 
“Contractor” and of the words

Period For Sales With 
Prospects Good 





The last week of June was one 
ot the record weeks in the Cali- 
fornia lemon business with Ex- 
change sales of lemons reaching 
a total of over 600 cars, accord- 


ing to T. H. Powell, lemon sales 
manager of the California Fruit 


Growers Exchange, which has 
murketed 90 to 95 per cent of the 
California crop for many years. 


“The July 1 estimate shows 4 
total of 5,108 cars of lemons on 
hand and to be picked by Ex- 


change packing houses to the end 
of the season, which will give aj 
normal supply for shipment,” said 
Mr. Powell. ‘During the same 
period last year Exchange  ship- | 
ments were 4,426 cars, while 1925 
showed a total of 4,858 cars and 
1927, 3,850. This estimate inci- 
cates that Exchange shipments for 
the next four months will be coin- 
parable with average shipments 
for the past three years. 

“The last weeks of June brougnt 
a very satisfactory reduction in 
the quantity of fruit on track and 
in transit,” continued Mr. Pow- 
ell, ‘and puts the Exchange in a 
very favorable position’ for sum- 
mer business. During the last | 
week in June the average f 0 b 
price on Exchange lemons was 
higher than for any similar week 
during the past five years with the 
exception of last year. During | 
this week sizes averaged 35.9 peri 
cent 300c and larger, and 64.1 per 
cent 360s and smaller. | 

“Foreign lemon shipments have | 
been materially reduced during the | 
past month due to heavy losses 
sustained on account of very poor 
quality and condition of much of 
the receipts. California has an

Storms in Midwest 
During Month Keep 
Red Cross Active 








Reports from national head- 
quarters of American Red Cross 
in Waiington D.C., state that 
floods along the Red river in north- 
western Louisiana have imposed 
on the Red Cross the emergency 
task of rationing the majority of | 
between 15,000 and 20,000 refu- 
gees, and a rehabilitation problem 
involving the distribution of cot- 
ton, corn and soy-bean seed _ to 
replace lost crops. 

Within the last month, the Red 
Cross has conducted relief work 
in nine states of the midwest, 
which have suffered from torna- 
does. These states are Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Iowa, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, Texas, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. Their disaster toll 
amounted to 134 persons killed and 
650 injured, and 588 homes de- 
stroyed and 1,021 homes damaged, 
affecting a total of 2,762 families. 
The Red Cross sent 55 workers in- 
to the field to direct the relief and 
rehabilitation, and contributed 
from its national treasury $47,000 
to the local relief funds.
